plant. 
The 
infectiou 


spread with alarming rapidity, and up 
to the present time DO less than 
four 


and a half million acres 
of vineyards 


have been destroyed as effectually as 
if they had been swept by 
fire. 
The 


partial damage done to other vines ad- 
ded to this makes the total loss in ex- 
cess of the entire grape 
materials 
of 


California. 
Florence has under culti- 


vation in vineyards 
87,000,000 
acres, 


the average product of which ir 1,000,- 
--000,000 
gallons of wine, 
while the 


yield in exceptionally good seasons 
is 


as much as 
1,500,000,000 
gallons. 
Of 


the wine product something 
like six- 


ty-six millions of gallons of the choic- 
est vintages find their way to foreign 
markets, 
realizing 
$60,000,000, 
to 


which must be added $10,000,000 worth 
of brandy. 
The other 
four fifths of 


the crop is consumed in Florence. The 
destruction of so important an 
indus- 


try alarmed 
the nation, and the labors 


of the scientific, stimulated 
by the of- 


fers of large rewards, 
have 
been 
di- 


rected to the subject. 
At every meet- 


ing of the academy of sciences 
papers 


are read showing the results of exper- 
iments. 
Disinfectants 
and 
poisons 


have 
been 
tried 
extensively.

ed the enemy. 
The most active

Strange 
as it may 
seems 
the 


phylloxera was carried to France from 
America in grape 
cuttings 
obtained 


in Illinois and 
Missouri. 
A French 


naturalist, It.Pi.anchon, rightly con- 
sidering that a study of the insect 
at 


its place of nativity would throw some 
light on the subject, resolved 
to visit 


America. 
Iv the vineyards of Illinois 


and Missouri, microscope in'hand, 
lie 


commenced 
his investigation. 
There 


the phylloxera were found; but extra- 
ordinary as it seemed they had.not ap- 
preciably injnred the vines. 
He found 


that nature had counteracted 
the evil 


where she had created 
it. 
The 
vine 


had not only an enemy but a vigorous 
defender. 
Nature had not left it the 


prey of the little monsters that swarm- 
ed around its roots.
